These arguments were effectively an- 
swered by O. M. Biggar, representing 
Mr. Gallagher, who cited cases in the 
Supreme Court of Canada in support 
of his contention, 

Must Show Good Caues. 


On hearing the argument, Mr. Jus- 
tiee Beck declared that he had not 
a doubt but what the interim in- 
junction had been properly constitut- 
ed. The counsel for the defendant! 
had said that an attempt was being 
made to interfere with the discretion 
of the city council. But they had 
failed to observe the position of the!

Estimates for 1911-12 Provide $565,- 
000, For This, 

London, Feb. 28.—The army esti- 
mates for 1911-12 issued yesterday by 
War Secretary Haldane, show a total 
of $138,450,000. Inan accompanying 
memorandum, the secretary points out 
that there is a disquieting shotage of 
qualified candidates at the Royal Milt!
